What is relied upon as authentic tradition is to the 
effect that the progenitor of the Price relationship in 
Greenbrier. Botetourt, Craig, Monroe, and Pocahon¬ 
tas counties was one Samuel Price, who was among 
the earlier settlers of Augusta County in the vicinity 
of New Hope.

The name Price is a blending of two Welsh words, 
*ap’ and ‘reese. 1 Ap means son, and reese means a 
stout or strong man. Then ap-reese would be the son 

strong man, and Price is a short way of saying 
ap-reese. 

The Pocahontas branch of the relationship are the 
descendants of Thomas Price, whose home was on 
Howard Creek, Craig County, seven miles east of the 
Sweet Springs, at the base of Seven Mile or Middle
